It wasn't the scenario 
that Lady Vees' Coach Peter 
Ennis wanted at the C.I.A.U. 
Women's National Basketball 
Championships this weekend at 
Laurentian Univeristy. In their 
opening game which will be 
played on Thursday, March 9 at 
8 p.m. (tonight) the Lady Vees 
will meet the#l ranked I n.vcr- 
sity of Calgary women's team. 
Without question, this will be 
Laurentian' s toughest game this 
year. 

In a very questionable 
turn of events, the Lady Vees 
were seeded eighth in the eight 
team championships. Last 
week's C.I.A.U. top ten rank- 
ings had Laurentian ranked #7, 
ahead of #8 U.P.E.I. and #9 
Toronto. Both U.P.E.I. and 
Toronto, as well as previously 
unranked University of Laval, 
were all seeded above the host 
team. U of T beat Laurentian 73- 
60 in the O.W.LA.A. playoffs, 
but the Lady Vees defeated 
Toronto TWICE in regular sea- 
son league play. Why the other 
two women's teams are ranked 
higher is beyond me. 

The Lady Vees will 
definitely have their work cut 
out for them, but a home court 



advantage and a supportive 
crowd could really become a big 
plus. 

TheC.I.A.U.'skickoff 
Thursday at 1 p.m., when #4 
seeded Winnipeg will take on 
the U ofTLady BLues. At3:15, 
the Regina Cougars wil meet 
I .P.E.I., at a 5:30 start is sched- 
uled for U of Victoria and Laval . 
The official opening ceremonies 
commence at 7:30 p.m, , fol- 
lowed by the feature game, the 
Laurentian Lady Vees and the 
University of Calgary Lady 
Dinosaurs. 

The action continues on 
Friday at 1 p..m. with the com 
mencement of the consolation 
round, and semi-final games. 
Fifth and third place games will 
be played on Saturday morning, 
with the concluding champion- 
ship game to start at 2 p.m. 

Tickets are 6 for 
adults, $4 for students, and $2 
for seniors (day pass). Students 
can purchase a tournament pass 
for only $10.

A tradition of produc- 
ing outstanding teams and out- 
standing athletes began in 1974/ 
75 when Norm Vickery coached 
the Lady Vees to die first of 5 
consecutive C.I. A.U. champion- 
ships. Present coach Peter Ennis 
is his tenth year at the helm has 
enjoyed much success also with 
10 successive C.I.A. tourneys, 
as wel as OWIAA champion- 
ships in 1981 and 1987. This 



success has not been overlooked 
as his receiving OWIAA coach 
of the year honours in 1984 and 
1985 as well as CIAU coach of 
the year honours in 1987. 

Of course, none of this 
success could have been 
achieved without the outstand- 
ing core of female athletes choos- 
ing to showcase their skills here 
at Laurentian. Since 1978, the 
Lady Vees have placed 7 differ- 
ent players on the All-Canadian 
squad as wel as 5 on Canada's 
national team. The Lady Vees 
have also been well represented 
on the OWIAA all-star teams, 
placing a player on the 1st team 
every year in the last 10. Eleven 
Laurentian girls have been 
placed on the 1st team, withsome 



on numerous occasions. Nine 
different Vees have also received 
2nd team honours. 

This year saw no break 
in the tradition with the Lady 
Vees enjoying another success- 
ful season with an overall record 
of 25-7 and impressive 11-1 
record in regular season play. 
The excellent play of 3 girls was 
not overlooked with Chantal St 
Martin, Shirlene McLean and 
Kelly Edwards being named to 
OWIAA all-star teams this year. 

With a strong core of 
veterans and the inspired play of 
some newcomers, hopefully the 
momentum of an impressive 
regular season will propel the 
Lady Vees back to the tradition 
of C.I.A.U. champions.

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MEECH LAKE ACCORD 



Last Monday I had 
great joy attending, well at least, 
observing the first Minister's 
meeting, on the Meeeh Lake 
accord. From the front steps of 
Parliament, my journey to Ot- 
tawa began with Professor tony 
Hall firm the Native Studies 
Department and two other sn» 
dents from L.U. We drove down 
in Dr. Hall's car and on the way 
we listened to a radio program 
"Cross Country", a CBC pro- 
gram that is aired Sunday at 5 
p.m. Fortunately, this show was 
dedicated to the discussion of 
Meech Lake, where various 
views from across Canada 
(except Quebec) were aired, and 
this fueled discussion among us 
headed to Ottawa to take part in 
the making of history. I was 
quite angered that the CBC didn 't 



air more voices from Quebec, 
which would have benefited our 
discussion on Meech Lake Ac- 
cord, simply because one of 
Meech Lake's purpose(s) is to 
bringQuebecintoconfederation. 
I don't use the word confedera- 
tion wrongly, for you intellects 
who are reading. From our 
debate during the Cross Coun- 
try radio show, and what I wit- 
nessed in Ottawa, I came up 
with Meech Lake's main pur- 
pose. It is not to make English 
Canadians bilingual in any 
means. The media surely thought 
so in die way they presented the 
protests on the front steps of 
Parliament, Monday, the 27th of 
February. I am sure Mr. Mu- 
lroney found this amusing and 
even comforting, simply because 



Quebec viewers will only see 
(through) the media how the 
English in Ontario hate the 
French language. Mr. 
Mulroney's argument to the 
French in Quebec is quite the 
same, but he says through Meech 
Lake, the Francophones will be 
protected. So Mr. Mulroney's 
argument is based upon language 
conflict between French and 
English. However, people this 
is not the main purpose of Meech 
Lake, like former Primer Minis- 
ter Trudeau put it, "Quebec 
would have special status and 
more "power" at the expense of 
a decentralized Federal govern- 
ment''. The language isn't the 
argument, it is the power that 
Quebec would receive, but not 
only Quebec. The other prov- 



inces would also receive more 
power, whether it be nominating 
Supreme Court judges or the 
special "veto" power over con- 
stitutional change. With future 
amendments to our constitution, 
provinces like Manitoba or New 
Brunswick could "veto" the other 
8 provinces' decisions. So the 
environment today, foreshadows 
future constitutional reform. A 
weak province like P.E.I, could 
stop constitutional reform that 9 
other provinces agree to. 

Also, when nominating 
the Supreme Court judges, 
Quebec is given 3 out of the 9 
nominations that will be ap- 
pointed by the Government of 
the day. This leaves Ontario 
with 3 nominees also, and 3 leli 



for the remaining provinces of 
Canada. Does it seem dispro- 
portionate that 8 provinces 
should only have 3 nominations 
to the Supreme Court, but yet get 
a proportionate veto?

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Men's Basketball 
B-BALL PLAYOFFS 
END ABRUPTLY FOR VEES

TORONTO - After post- 
ing a very respectable 1 0-8 regu- 
lar season record, the Lauren- 
tian Voyageurs Basketball team 
was upset in the O.U.A.A. Cen- 
tral Division playoffs, losing 85- 
80 to the Queen's University 
Golden Gaels. 

"We basically beat 
ourselves", said Laurentian 
Coach, Peter Campbell, who saw 
his team up 77-73, with less than 
2 1/2 minutes to play. However, 
the Vees trailed for most of the 
game, and at one point, were 
down by 13, late in the first half. 

Laurentian was one of 
four teams who competed in the 
Central Division playoffs which 
was held at the University of 
Toronto Sports Centre. The 
second place Voyageur squad 
took on the third place (7-11) 
Golden Gaels in Friday's (Feb. 
25) semi-final game. 

Both teams established 
their inside game in the early 
stages, and were tied 12-12, 
seven minutes into the opening 
half. The Golden Gaels, led by 
6'6" forward Mike Scotten, went 
on an 8-0 run, and got the Vees 
into early trouble. A Laurentian 



bench technical and an ensuing 
three pointer gave Queen's a 
comfortable 27- 14 lead, midway 
through the half. The Voya- 
geurs were badly out-rebounded 
in the first twenty minutes but 
managed to chip away at the 
lead. Lloyd Pollard, Norm Hann, 
and Rod Gilpin each hit a three- 
pointer, while Rob Gillespie 
showed some hustle late in the 
half. Gillespie forced a turn- 
over, and cashed in on a three 
point play, scoring on a lay-up 
and an ensuing foul shot. How- 
ever, the Vees were still behind 
at halftime, down 46-39. Mike 
Scottenof Queen'shad 18points 
in the half, while Laurentian's 
Lloyd Pollard scored 11 points. 
Pollard would go on to have a 
sensational second half. 

The Voyageurs were 
unstoppable in the first three 
minutes of the second period and 
grabbed a 53-52 lead. Once 
again, Rob Gillespie sparked the 
team both offensively and de- 
fensively, while Lloyd Pollard 
bombed a pair of threes. After a 
Queen's timeout, the Golden 
Gaels pulled ahead by out-re- 
bounding their opponents, and 
springing open a guard to hit 
many uncontested three-point 
shotes. With ten minutes to go, 
the Vees were behind 67-61. 
Lloyd Pollard became a one-man 
wrecking crew for the next 7 
minutes, and scored 10 points to 
give his team their biggest lead 



of the game, up 77-73 with 2:30 
left on the clock. 

Mike Scotten of 
Queen's tied up the score a 
minute later, and put his team 
ahead to stay 83-77, with 44 
seconds remaining. Meanwhile, 
the Voyageurs missed some criti- 
cal foul shots, and turned the ball 
over. Rookie guard. Norm Hann, 
gunned a three with 30 seconds 
to go, but it was too little, too 
late, as the Golden Gaels de- 
feated Laurentian, 85-80. 

In his final game of his 
O.U.A.A. basketball career, 
veteran guard Lloyd Pollard 
scored a game high 32 points, 
which included five 3 pointers. 
Lloyd played a very in tense game 
(like every other game he plays), 
which definitely rubbed off on 
his teammates. It's beyond me 
why Pollard was not named to 
the O.U.A.A. Central Division 
All-Star team. At the other end 
of the court, Queen's forward, 
Mike Scotten led his team with 
28 points. "We didn't keep him 
off the boards in the first half, 
and that's what we set out to do," 
said Vees coach Peter Campbell. 

Other Laurentian scor- 
ers in the game were: Rob 
Gillespie with 12 points, and 
John Campbell and Mike Albert 
with 8 points apiece.
